Si. Petersburg, Fob. 20.— it lias now 
been definitely decided that the re­ 
mains of Grand Duke Serg us will not 
be brought to St. Petersburg for the 
present, but will be placed in a tem ­ 
porary receiving vault of the cloister 
r>f the Chaudoff m onastery, to await 
he completion of the alterations that 
arc now in progress in the Romanoff 
mausoleum in the 
cathedral of St. 
P e ter and St. Paul, where the perm a­ 
nent interm en t will occur among the 
tombs of his ancestors. 
On account 
of lack of space in the m ausoleum it 
w as decided last year henceforth to 
bury only rulers of the dynasty in the 
old mausoleum, and a new sepulchre 
in the new wing of the cathedral is j 
now being built for oth er m em bers of 
the imperial family. 
This, however, j 
s not the only reason for the decision 
not to bring the remains to the capi- 
al now. 
Even Governor General Tre- 
poff has recognized tln> fact th at no 
precautions can furnish an absolute 
g u aran tee of imm unity of an act of 
terrorism , and a great state funeral, 
where ancient custom requires that 
the em peror and all of the Romanoff 
family assem ble and follow the coffin 
on foot, a single bomb m ight wipe out 
the dynasty. 
Regard for the personal 
safety of the sovereign also has led to 
the decision th at the em peror shall 
not go to Moscow to attend th e funeral 
of his uncle. 
It Is possible that no 
m em bers of the imperial family wili 
be present on that occasion except 
those who are now within the walls of 
the Kremlin. 
So grave is the danger of a repeti­ 
tion of the Moscow tragedy that sev­ 
eral of the grand 
dukes 
have 
not 
stirred out of their palaces since the 
murder, and instead of going to Tsars* 
koe-Selo to attend the requiem there 
they have participated in special ser­ 
vices held in the chapels of their own 
palaces. This was the case as regards 
the Grand Dukes Vladimir and Alexis. 
A special requiem also was held in 
the w inter palace that Governor Gen 
er&l Trepoff might attend. 
General 
Trepoff is known to b<> under sentence 
by the fighting organization of the so­ 
cial revolutionists, and. so far as can 
be ascertained, has not left his qu ar­ 
ters in the palace since the assassin a­ 
tion of Grand Duke Sergius.
